Rifle Season 
Rated ‘Fair’

The opening week of rifle deer-hunting 
season was rated as fair but not as good as ex- 
pected, said DNR wildlife biologist Ray Perez. 

“Success was light,” Perez said. ‘‘There 
were only five deer taken in 19 hunting camps I 
checked on the first day. After three days most 
camps had only one to two deer. In previous 
years camps averaged about three to four deer 
here.”’ 

Perez checked 15 deer in the field and count- 
ed 80 deer sighted by hunters he talked to on 
opening day Tuesday. 

‘Hunters were seeing a lot of deer, but they 
were mostly does and fawns just like we expec- 
ted,’ he said. 

Perez said there was good hunting pressure 
in the Mason Tract and in southeast Kalkaska. 
On Opening Day quite a few local hunters were in 
the ranges near Lovells, but other than those 
areas hunting pressure was spotty. 

Perez said a few nice racks were reported 
taken from the swamp area near Camp 
Grayling. Overall, he said the weight and racks 
of deer weren’t as good as expected after a mild 
winter. 

‘A lot of the one and a half year olds taken 
this year were about 100 pounds field dressed,” 
he said. ‘‘Usually the year and a half old deer 
average about 120-130 pounds field dressed here. 

‘Their antler growth wasn’t as good as ex- 
pected either. Even some of the older bucks two 
and a half to three and a half years old didn’t 
have racks that big.” 

Some hunters told Perez there weren’t 
enough hunters in the woods this season to push 
deer around. Perez said many of the hunting 
camps had left by Friday and the northbound 
traffic Friday night was not as heavy as expec- 
ted. 

One thing that did help hunters this year was 
a late rutting season. Perez said rutting season 
was a week to 10 days later this year and quite a 
few deer were moving around for hunters. 

‘*A lot of hunters told me they saw does and 
bucks together,”’ he said. 

Many does had triplets or twins with them 
and Perez said if the winter is easy on them there 
could be good hunting here in the future. Most of 
Crawford County was closed to anterless hunting 
this year and Perez said hunting pressure was 
light in the one doe permit area north of County 
Road 612 and east of I-75. 

Rain drove many hunters inside during the 
weekend and warm temperatures are allowing 
deer to stay in one area feeding on grass, acorns, 
and ground cover. Rifle hunting season ends 
Dec. 1.

Legislation strengthening enforce- 

ment’ efforts against false medical 
insurance claims, which the sponsor 
estimated costs the state approxi- 
mately $100 million a year in false 
. Medicaid and Medicare claims 
alone, is being prepared for formal 
introduction. 
Representative Jeffrey Padden (D- 
Wyandotte) said the bills will 
strengthen enforcement by specify- 
ing that medical bills - including 
computer-printed bills - would be 
prima. facie evidence of intent to 
commit fraud and permitting the at- 
torney general’s office to get sub- 
poenas to acquire documents used 
by health care professionals. 

Attorney General Frank Kelley 
and: William Smith, director of cor- 
porate and financial investigations 
for’ Blue Cross/Blue Shield of Mich- 
igan, also appeared with Padden to 
support the bills. 

Padden said his estimate of $100 

million lost in Medicaid and Medi- 
care funding was “‘conservative.”’ 
_ There are no actual statistics on 
the extent of medical insurance 
fraud, but the crimes cannot be con- 
sidered victimless, he added. 

Ultimately every insurance sub- 
scriber pays to recoup the difference 
in the form of higher premiums and 
every taxpayer helps recover the 
cost of unlawfully submitted Medi- 
caid expenditures,’ Padden said. 

Both Kelley and Smith said law 
enforcements officials need help in 
pursuing fraudulent claims which 
come from “the whole gamut of 
every kind of health care 
professional” including physicians, 
chiropractors, osteopaths, pharma- 
cists and testing laboratories. 

Kelley said in past cases, pro-

fessionals have been able to protect 
themselves by claiming that fraudu- 
lent claims were filed without their 
knowledge by billing clerks or other 
personnel, 

Smith said some prosecutions 
have been successful using federal 
laws, such as the mail fraud act, but 
stronger state measures are needed 
to pursue fraudulent claims. 

The two measures set a maximum 
penalty for fraudulent claims of four 
years in prison and fines of $50,000. 

The maximum penalty is already 
prescribed in current Medicaid law, 
but the private insurance company 
fraud bill creates a new act. 

The private ‘insurance company 
bill also sets penalties for conspiracy 
to commit fraud at 10 years in 
prison and fines of $50,000. 

Kelley said the sections of the 
legislation permitting the state to 
use bills, including computer tapes 
and computer printed bills, as prima 
facie evidence of fraud will help 
show that “‘in fact, there was intent 
to defraud,” and prevent defendants 
from claiming they had no part in 
fraudulent action. 

Padden insisted the two bills were 
not designed as a ‘‘witch hunt”’ or to 
go after health care professional who 
make close calls in ordering medical 
examinations ortests. _ 

The bills are designed to go after 
professionals who endanger patients 
by subjecting them to constant 
tests, such as x-rays, without cause, 
bill the state or insurance companies 
for tests that are never performed, 
or who actually pay patients to come 
in for an alleged examination and 
then file claims though nothing may 
be wrong with the patient, Padden 
explained.

What's So Special?

It looked like the end of 
Jeff’s high school education. 
Although he was only a 
sophomore, not yet sixteen 
years old, he was about to be 
brought before the school 
board. The administration 
was recommending that he 
be expelled. : 

The trouble hadn’t started 
recently. In elementary 
school, Jeff was often in 
trouble on the playground. In 
middie school, he was 
frequently suspended for 
fighting, smoking, refusing 
to obey school rules or being 
generally disruptive in class. 
Teachers just couldn’t figure 


- Jeff out. He was certainly 


bright enough to do the work. 
Yet, he used more energy 
getting into trouble than it 
would take to cooperate. He 
seemed determined to fail. 
Before Jeff couid be ex- 
pelled, the school code 
required that he be 
evaluated to find out if he 
had an education handicap. 
Jeff met with the school 
psychologist twice. The 
school social worker talked 
with Jeff, his teachers and 
his family. A teacher consul- 


tant observed him in his: 


classes. All of these people 
then met with the principal, 
the counselor and parents to 
discuss: ‘Jeffs troubles - in 
school and'the results of the 
evaluations. This was called 


an Individual Education 
Planning Committee 
’ (LE.P.C.). 


The committee listened to 
the reports and determined 
that Jeff was emotionally 
impaired. That meant that 
his schoo! behavior had been 


_disruptive to his own learn- 


ing and to the learning of 
other students. His behavior 
was a result of conflict Jeff 
was experiencing at home 
and in his neighborhood. Jeff 
was experiencing general 
unhappiness and depression. 
Jeff was not retarded, but 
was unable to behave satis- 
factorily in the school. 

As a result of the LE.P. 
Committee meeting, Jeff 
was placed in a program 
with a teacher specially 
trained to work with 
emotionally handicapped 
students. The program was 


very structured. Privileges - 


had to be earned. There was 
little freedom to participate 


in school activities at first, - 


But, as he learned -to control 
his behavior and comply 
with rules and regulations, 
rewards were given. Both 
Jeff and his parents met 
regulariy with the school 
social worker to discuss his 
progress. Later, Jeff was 
able to enroll in an In- 


dividual Vocational Training’ 


Program. Here, he was 
Supervised by a special 
vocational consultant and

Boodies From 
The Tall Timber

On the rivers around this 
neck of the woods there is 
still evidence of the dams 
built to provide extra water 
needed for the spring river 
drive. A river full of pine 
logs requires a lot of water to 
keep everything moving. 
There were several kinds of 
dams, including the flash 
dam, the horse dam, the run 
dam, the splash dam, the 
squirt dam, and ,the roll 
dam. There were big ones 
and small ones, cheap ones 
and costly ones. Acquainted 
as I am with old-time 
logging, most of the dams 
mentioned above are not 
familiar. The driving dam 
was usually of large and 
solid timbers squared with a 
broadaxe. Driving dams 
were so-called because they 
were equipped with a plank 
gate in the middle, which 
was raised vertically to let 
logs be driven through. This 
operation § was called 
sluicing. The raising of a 
sluice gate after it had 
remained in one position for 
some months no doubt 
required a lot of muscle, 
weight and the usual colorful 
but unprintable language. 
However, when a dam was in 
frequent use, the gate was 
kept greased so it would 
slide up and down easily. A 
roll dam was a smaller af- 
fair without gates. Such a 
dam was built without gates 
where a sufficient head of 
water could be obtained in 
the swell of the river’s sur- 
face. The logs floated up an 
inclined plane and down the 
other side, thus causing the 


‘roll after which the dam took 


its name.

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Rehab Assists Handicapped 


David Nelson, District 
Manager of the State 
Department of Education’s 
Michigan Rehabilitation 
Service, announced that the 
Alpena District assisted 184 
handicapped individuals into 
competitive | employment 
during fiscal year 1983. In 
addition, 36 persons were 
rehabilitated into non- 
competitive work situations 
such as sheltered employ- 
ment at ROOC and other 
work centers for the handi- 
capped. 

“Judy Wagner, our coun- 
selor who serves Crawford 
and Roscommon counties, 
was one of the top four coun- 
selors in the Northwest Area 
which is comprised of six 
districts,’’ Nelson said. 

The six counselors of the 
Alpena District serve eleven 
counties in northeast Michi- 
gan. “Our counseling staff 
averaged 37 rehabilitations, 
which compares favorably 
to the state average of 28 and 
it is indicative of their fine 
efforts,” said Nelson. “They 
were the top group in our six- 
district area, and probably 
of all the state’s 28 distric- 
ts.” 

The economic impact upon 
those who were rehabilitated 
and taxpayers was signifi- 
cant. The average weekly 
earnings per client in- 
creased from $77 to $163. 
Collectively, they will earn 
over 1.5 million dollars per 
year and welfare benefits wil 
will be reduced by $180,000 
annually. 

“Receptive employers, 
ones who know that persons 
with disabilities are capable 
of performing job duties as 
well as non-disabled, are a 
key to the program’s suc- 
cess,” Nelson said. ‘Most 


employers realize this, but it 
is a disappointment that 
some employers continue to 
have misconceptions and 


biases about the handicap- 
ped and are reluctant to give 
them an opportunity to work, 
Another reason that we wer 
able to help so many people 

is the continuing cooperation 
of other agencies, such as 
the MESC, Northeést Mich. 
igan Manpower Contortium, 
ROOC and the schoo's, They 
share information and 
resources routinely, which 
enables us to serve many in- 
dividuals that we otherwise 
could not.” 

Employers can benefigy 
from hiring MRS clients in a 
variety of ways. Many have 
had formal vocational train- 
ing; a federal tax credit is 
available; all or a portion of 
the initial wages may be 
reimbursed, if necessary, 
during the initial weeks on 
the job; and reduced worker 
compensation liability is 
available under certain cirgy 
cumstances,

tion of this matter: The 
present business establish- 
ments in this community do 
employ many, many per- 
sons; they do pay huge sums 
in taxes; they do pay 4% 
sales tax to our state; and 
they do create a full-fledged 
climate of free enterprise 
and lively competition.

The evening of the above 
date, my husband came 
home with a memo from our 
board of commissioners re: 
“voluntary”? wage reduc- 
tions for elected officials, 
appointed officials and 
salaried personnel equiva- 
lent to one day’s pay per 
payroll period for one year, 
(hourly wage persons not af- 
fected). Now, you have got to 
be kidding me! 

“We'’, and I mean “we’"’, 
have given to the county for 
the last 18 years in rather 
low wages. My husband has 
given more ‘‘free’’ hours to 
the county than I would care 
to recall and count for you. 
Years. of buying his own 
equipment (guns, handcuffs, 
cameras, etc.) before the 
county finally had some 
monies to provide routine 
equipment. 

Years of working all 
holidays, weekends, calls at 
all hours, and it isn’t con- 
sidered the safest profession 
to be in. Yes, I know, he 
chose this profession, but af- 
ter this length of service, 
why be asked to ‘‘volunteer’’ 
for less pay! 

My husband, by county 
regulations, may not speak 
out against any elected coun- 
ty official to express his 
opinion but as I am not em- 
ployed by the county and as 
a wife who has benefited all 
these years from county 
wages, Iam! 

I feel it is an insult to ask 
persons who have the most 
responsibility in their ‘job 
areas to take a pay cut, 
especially with the wage 
scale, $17,000-$18,000 per 
year, which isn’t exactly 
high hog wages. We are at 
the time of our life of 
preparing for retirement. 

We have raised five child- 
ren and now need time to 
save for our future. How do 
we accomplish this without 
money? Everyone is aware, 
as I. stated before, that 
wages in any job area in this 
part of our state are lower 
due to the ‘‘clean air syn- 
drome”’ of the north country, 
sogivemeabreak! — 


Don’t ask us to “volun-— 


teer’’ for anything less. We 

don’t wish to be on welfare 
when we retire.
